HOW POPLAR GROWS 


Rate of Growth Studied in Canada and 
United States 


The aspen poplar, frequently spok- 
en of as the white poplar, is one of 
the most common trees all over Can- 
| ada (at any rate in that portion of 
the Dominion east of the Rocky 
Mountains). In many parts of the 
Dominion it forms quite extensive for- 
ests (especially in districts that have 
been burned over). This fact gives 
‘it a place of some importance in the 

forestry of the Dominion, although it 

is one of the inferior woods, | 

Some years ago (in 1905) the For- 
estry Branch of the Department of 
tre Interior made a careful survey of 

\ the Turtle Mountain forest reserve in | 
‘Southern Manitoba, on. which this 
poplar is by all odds the most pléenti-| 
ful tree. As a result of investigation | 
on the basis of data collected during | 
this survey, it was estimated that, if} 
the poplar were allowed to grow to! 
the age of forty years, theré would be 
an average growth, for the whole of 
that time, of one cord per year on a 
fully stocked acre. At the end of! 
that time there would be standing on | 
each acre about 850 trees, of an av-| 
erage height of 45 feet and an aver-| 
age diameter, at 4% feet above the | 
ground, of 6 inches; these would yield | 
some 40 cords: of wood, | 

Recently the United States Forest 
Service published their Bulletin No.| 
93, entitled “The Aspens,” and it is} 
interesting ‘to note that their results 
come close to the figures made out by | 
the Canadian survey. Volume tables | 
given at the conclusion of this bullet: | 
in show that trees of the height and 
diameter given above will each yield) 
between one twentieth and one twen- 
ty fifth of a cord of wood apiece. Thus 
the 850 acres would give somewhere 
between thirty-four and forty-two 
cords of wood. The average of the 
two amounts gives thirty-eight cords, 
a figure nearly the same as that ob-|§ 
tained by the Canadians. if 

As there are 55,000 acres in the 

Turtle Mountain reserve that are ca- 
pable of growing timber, it is a rea-| 
sonable inference that the reserve 
may be counted on to produce 55,000 
cords, or thereabouts, of wood per 
year. At the low rate of $1 per cord 
on the stump, this would mean an an-'§ 
nual revenue to the state of $55,000, 
Or, to take another point of view it 
would give to each inhabitant of the} ¥ 
electorial district of Souris almost 
two cords of wood per year.

BE A SUCCESS 


The Act Compelling People to Insure Against Sickness and 
Disab!ement Now in Force in Britain, and Gives 
Promise of Proving to be of Great Benefit 


London.—So far as can be judged 
during the three days the new nation- 
al insurance act compelling peopie to 
insure against sickness and disable- 
ment has been in force and before 
any payments, except in the case of 
casual laborers, have fallen due, the 
measure is working according to the 
government officials more smoothly 
than was expected. 


The doctors represented by the 


British medical association aré still in 


revolt against the act and announce 
their intention of refusing to attend 
patients under its provisions. 


An organization including a number 
of society people has also been form- 
‘ed with the object of resisting pay- 
ments for domestic servants, 

Thig, however, is chiefly a political 
move, so that the only real opposition 
the government has to face is that of 
the doctors, 

The government has offered the doc- 
tors the sum of four shillings and six- 
pence annually for each person insur- 
1 but the doctors demand eight shil- 
lings and sixpence. 

The workmen and working women 
have taken up the great reform with 
alacrity and the government estimates 
that of the ‘30,000,000 persons insured 
before the act came into force up- 
wards of 10.000,000 have already regis- 
tered with approved societies, which 
have undertaken to administer the 
act_and another 600,000 have taken 
out cards at the post offices. 

Before the end of the week, when 
the first payments fall due for those 
drawing weekly salaries the govern- 
ment believes that’ practically all 


those entitled to do so will have be- 
come insured. 


The only section of the community 
likely to suffer is that composed of 
casual workers and old people, both 
men and women, as some of the big 
employers have decided to do away 
with this form of labor. A 

Besides the casual laborers are not 
likely to derive any benefits from the 
measure. 

While they are working and the em: 
Ployers are paying part of the prem- 
ium, the casuals will not suffer much, 
but they will be unable to pay their 
full dues during the weeks when they 
are out of work and will thus lose the 
benefits of previous payments. 

As the first employer of a casual 
laborer during a week will have to buy 
the necessary stamp there is a decided 
objection on the part of the employ- 
ers to become the “first empioyer.” 

To obviate thi’ a clearing house has 
been started at the Liverpool docks 
to apportion the dues among the em- 
ployers. 

The men struck ageginst this at first 
but the majority of them have since 
accepted. 

The insurance of domestic servants 
has been heretofore one of the objec- 
tions to the act as the employers not 
caring to deduct the servants’ share 
from their, wages, the payment of the 
whole amount becomes a tax on the 
householder. . 

Much as they dislike, however, the 
householders are taking the position 
that it is easier to make the payments 
themselves than to suffer the trouble 
of being penalized for refusal. 

Such insurance is really no new 
thing among British workers, as they 
have provided for it before through 
their societies and trades unions. 


FOR HARVESTING 


MEN 


Manitoba Government Starting Cam- 
paign in East to Secure Help 
Winnipeg.—The west needs men 
and needs them badly. The appear- 
ance of a good crop is now in sight, 
and by all acconnts harvesting will 


be in full blast between the 10th and. 


15th of August. The different rail- 
ways are making preparations to se 
cure the men required to assist in 
Bavesting the great crop in_ sight. 
‘Joseph Burke, superintendent of the 
provincial immigration and employ- 
ment division, in an interview said: 
The provincial government of Mani- 
toba is sending to the eastern States 
and eastern Canada men for the pur- 
pose of advertising the requirements 
of the province along this line. No 
less than 25,000 men are required for 
Manitoba alone, and there is no doubt 
that the other provinces will require 
no less than 40,000 men to assist 
them. 

The eyes of the people of the west 
are fixed on the older lands to supply 
the demands for this great work.The 
railway companies are making a big 
effort to secure a large number of 
men from Europe, and it is to be 
hoped that they are successful. as the 
amount of work now in progress in 
Canada is such that: 100,000 men 
would have no trouble in securing 
work, 1,000 men could find jobs to- 
day with the farmers if we could se- 
cure them. Wages are now $40 a 
month for farm laborers. 


Barracks at Edmonton 

Ottawa.—The government has de- 
clded to build large new barracks for 
the use of the North-West Mounted 
Police at Edmonton. The urgent 
need of these barracks has been real- 
ized for some years. Tenders have 
been called for a large building to be 
designed after the most up-to-date bar- 
racks in Great Britain. It is under- 
stood that the lowest tender thus far 
has been .received from Messrs. Nes- 
bit and Miller of Edmonton, 


Guarding Against Forest Fires 

Ottzwa—R. H. Campbell, director 
of the forestry branch of the depart- 
ment of the interior, has left on his 
annua! trip of western Canada. While 
in the west he will investigate the 
progress of work on the establishment 
of lookout towers, and a_ telephone 
system on the forest reserves, which 
was concluded this year,.to enable the 
foresters to obtain earliest possible in- 
formation of fires and take the neces- 
sary :teps to check them. 


New Light Ship is Planned 
Ottawa.—The department of marine 
and fisheries are considering the pur- 
chasing or building of a new light ship 
for the Fraser River, B.C. 


Tenders will be called for its con-| 


struction soon. The rapid increase of 
traffic on the river coupled with a de- 
sire to afford the greatest possible 
safety to ships has mide the neces- 
sity for the new light ship urgent, 


Will Flog White Slavers 

London.—The house of commons 
committee, to which it was referred 
has approved of the bill looking to- 
ward the suppression of the white 
slave traffic and providing for flogking 
of convicted slavers. It will go di- 
rectly back to the house, where it is 
sure of prompt passage. 


CIVIL SERVICE JOBS 


Students Seek Vacation Employment 
as in Previous Years 


Ottawa.—Dr. Chabot, M.P. for Otta- 
wa, had an interview with Acting Pre 
mier Perley in respect to a difficulty 
which has caused considerable ill-feel- 
ing in Ottawa this summer. It con- 
cerns temporary employment in the 
civil service. For some years it has 
been the custom to employ tempor- 
arily in this department a number of 
students. It furnishes them with em- 
ployment in vacation, and assists them 
in defraying expenses at college. This 
year, however, the civil service com- 
mission, or at least, Prof. Shortt, has 
sat down upon it. He takes the 
stand that only thpse who passed a 
test should be appointed. An excep- 
tion, it is said, would be made in the 
case of those temporarily employed 
before. Dr. Chabot claims that this 
is working an unnecessary hardship on 
a deser¥ing class. 


Monument to Ed. Hanlan , 


Toronto.—The plans for the monu- 
ment to the late Edward Hanlan, for 
many years champion oarsman of the 
world, have been prepared by Archi- 
tect Denison. The monument will 
be placed immediately south of the 
entrance to the docks at Hanlan’s 
Point, within fifty yards of the house 
in which Hanlan was born. and will 
cost about $20,000. The Toronto 
Ferry Company has donated $10,000, 
the city $2,500. and the  provineial 
government $300. The remainder 
will be raised by subscription. The 
monument. will be 100 feet high, of 
white marble, with granite base and 
includes a bronze tablet recording Mr. 
Hanlan's prowess, and a medallion of 
the head and shoulders of the late 
champion. 


Relleving Grain Congestion 

Ottawa.—The government has taken 
two important steps designed to re- 
lieve the grain situation in the west. 
After consultation with Prof. Magill it 
decided to authorize the grain com- 
mission to purchase from the Canad- 
ian Northern a piece of land at Port 
Arthur adjoining the C.N.R. eievator 
and having a water frontage of six 
hundred feet on)jthis site; on this site 
an elevator will be erected. At the 
same time the cabinet took steps to 
enlarge the capacity of the elevator 
at Port Colborne from 800,000 to two 
million bushels. J. A. Jamieson, who 
constructed the elevator will be ask- 
ed to superintend the enlargement. 


Bernier to Sail for North 

Ottawa,—Captain J. ©. Bernier, the 
former commander of the steamer 
Arctic, on her three cruises to the 
far north, when he asserted Canada's 
sovereignty and compelled the Amer- 
ican whalers to pay tribute has at 
last completed his plans for his ex- 
pedition to the north in search of gold. 
iron, diamonds and other such valu- 
able commodities. 

He will sail from Quebec this week 
in a steamer which he has chartered 
and expects to be absent until next 
summer. He has secured ample fin- 
ancial backing. 


Montreal Dock Strike Averted 
Montreal.—The big dock strife 
which was threatened has been avoid- 
ed by the Dominion Transport Co.

Annual Meeting Held at Winnipeg 
Shows Largely Increased Business 
Winnipeg—Some idea of the 

strength of the Grain Growers’ Grain 
Company, the organization of Western 
Canadjan farmers, whose shareholders 
held their annual meeting here under 
the presidency of T. A. Crerar, can be 
gathered from the statement of the 
year’s trading, which shows a net pro- 
fit of $121,614 for the past year, against 
$69,000 the previous year, and but 
$790 five years ago. Patd-up capital 
is $586,000, and after paying a ten per 
cent. dividend, the directors recom- 
mended that $60,000 be added to the 
reserve fund, which now totals $200,- 
000. The president pointed out that 
this satisfactory progress had _ been 
made despite the difficulty in handling 
last year's crop owing to the low 
grades, tough wheat and traffic con- 
gestion. 

The president says that the com- 
pany had practically closed with the 
Canadian Pacific a deal whereby they 
lease the big terminal elevator B at 
Fort William, Ont., and with the Man- 
itoba government for leasing its ex- 
tensive system of internal elevators, 
both of which projects the meeting 
would be asked to ratify. The gor 
pany had also acquired timber ‘lim- 
its in British Columbia, estimated to 
contain three million feet, in antici- 
pation of the time when they would 
go into that business on behalf of the 
shareholders. 

Speaking of future development, 
Mr. Crerar favored the local unit 
method as practiced by the farmers’ 
elevators of Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas, whereby other classes of mer- 
chandise were successfully handled 
by country elevators. _ It was neces- 
sary to secure the best results to 
maintain the staffs all the year round, 
and lumber, binder twine and imple- 
ments could be profitably handled 
during the summer months. He ad- 
vocated the securing of a good coal 
area, as coal and lumber. were rapidly 
going under contro] of combines. He 
favored selling to everyone, but giv- 
ing a discount to their shareholders. 
Units would be built up by issue of 
stock to local subscribers, and there 
was no reason why, in time, the suc- 
cessful merchandising of the British 
Co-operative Societies should not be 
duplicated. 

The company might further secure 
connection with a mortage corpora- 
tion, and secure cheap money for 
farmers. The money power in Can- 
ada, he said, was becoming a menace 
and its evil possibilities might largely 
be overcome by co-operative credit 
societies. 


INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS IN JUNE 


Departmental Statistics Show 62 
Were Killed and 249 Injured 

Ottawa.—Accore'ng to the indus- 
trial accident record of the “depart- 
ment of labor sixty-two persons were 
killed and 249 injured during the 
month of June in the course of their 
employment. <A comparison with the 
records of the previous month end 
of June,, 1911, shows that there were 
28 fewer fatalities than in May and 
30 less than in June, 1911. Of the 
non-fatal accidents there were 8 more 
recorded than in May and 137 more 
than in June, 1911. There were but 
two accidents recorded involving the 
death of more than one workman, one 
of which oceyrred on June 1, by 
which eight construction laborers 
were killed during the blasting oper- 
ations on the railway construction 
work rear Stone Corners, Ontario, and 
the other a head-on collision of rail- 
way trains near Nipigon, Ont., in 
which four railway employees were 
killed.

GOVERNMENT'S BIG ELEVATOR 


Tenders for Million Dollar Structure 
at Port Arthur Now Being 
Called for 


Ottawa—The Dominion Govern. 
ment is calling for tenders for con- 
struction of the great elevator at Port | 
Arthur. The bids are to be in by 
August. The site obtained is except- 
jonally advantageous; it has six hun- 
dred feet frontage, runs four thou- 
sand feet into the harbor, and is.next 
to the C.N.R. elevator. The price 
paid for it is $90,000, In capacity, 
the elevator will equal the one being 
erected by the G.T.P., the full capac- 
ity being 3,250,000 bushels, and its 
operating rate will be 30,000 bushels 
in and 50,000 out an hour. All the 
apparatus will be of the best. In- 
cluded in the equipment will be a 
first class drier with a drying capacity 
of 48,000,000 bushels a day. The 
cost will be in excess of a million 
dollars. The elevator will be ready 
to help in moving next year's crop. 

The enlarging of the Port Colborne 
elevator will cost about $200,000. In 
this case the elevator proper is con- 
structed, and the only thing necess- 
ary is the construction of additional 
bins for 1,200,00 bushels, 


Sessional Indemnities 

Ottawa.—The accountant of the 
house of commons has just conclud- 
ed payment of sesional indemnities to 
members of parliament. The great 
majority of them draw very promptly 
but some of the wealthier class de- 
lay indefinitely. While there are 
221 members, indemnity was paid on- 


ly to 219 individWals, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Sir Rodolphe Forget 
each representing two seats, While 


the session lasted 139 days, there 
were but 75 sitting days. Absence 
without deductions is allowed for fif- 
teen days. Fifty members’ were 
fined $10 a day for being absent far 
various periods in excess of the sta- 
tutory allowance. 


American Launch Captured 


Victoria—News of a seizure only 
effected after a fusilade of rifle shots 
had been fired and when the vessel 
had been finally run down and cap- 
tured while she was attempting to 
escape, developéd when the fishery 
protection cruiser Newington arrived 
in port with the American gasoline 
launch Bonita, of Seattle, in tow. The 
vessel was captured off the west coast 
of Vancouver Island while poaching 
and now lies in port awaiting con- 
fiscation as a prize. 

Indians Show no Signs of Disappear- 
‘ ing 

Ottawa.—According to statistics 
just conpiled, the Indian in Canada 
shows no sign of disappearing. During 
the past year the population increased 
by a few hundreds and the total num- 
ber in the Dominion is now 104.000. 
On the other hand the figures show 
that the Eskimos are slowly. but 
surely diminishing. There are now 
only 5,000 of this race in the north. 
Disease ravages and a lack of know- 
edge of sanita requirements are 


given as causes. for the decline. 


Big Deal in Manitoba Land 

Winnipeg— The largest deal in 
Manitoba farm lands which has been 
recorded for many months. was put 
through. It comprised 8,000 acres 
northwest of Shoal Lake and Russell 
in what is known as the Rossburn 
district. The buyers were New 
York, Toronto, and Hamilton capital- 
ists, and the purchase money showed 
a total’ of $450,000. The object of the 
buyers is to sell the land for colon- 
ization purposes, and it will result in 
a considerable addition to the popu- 
lation of the province.

LESSON IV. —THIRD QUARTER, | 
JULY 28, 1912 


Text of the Lesson, Matt 


xix, 36. 
43—Memory Verses, 37-39—Golden 
Text, Matt — xiii, 30—Commentary 


Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

This is the second parable of thw 
Series of seven recorded by Matthew 
48 one discourse spoken partly in pub- 
lic to the multitudes and partly in 
private to the disciples on the same 
day, but all referring to this present 
age of Israel's rejection of her Mes- 
siah and the consequent postponement 
of the kingdom. It is truly great and 
gracious condescension on the part of 
God to make known to us His purpose, 
“His eternal purpose which He has 
purposed in Christ Jesus our Lord” 
(Eph. iii, 11), for “known unto God 
are all His works from the beginning 
of the world,” and all that comes to 
pass is simply what His hand and 
counsel determined before to be done 
(Acts xv, 18; iv 28). See also Acts 
il, 28; Isa. xivi, 9, 10; xiv, 24; Eph. 
) i & Because people who have the 
word of God, and therein His mind and 
purpose, do not agree with Him they 
become conceited, wise in their own 
estimation, and talk and act unwise- 
ly and attempt to carry out plans 
never devised in heaven. Those who 
are appointed to teach the word of 
God are greatly to blame if instead of 
speaking His word faithfully they act 
like the false prophets in the days of 
Jeremiah and make people vain, speak- 
ing a vision of their own heart and 
not out of the mouth of the Lord. 

According to the words of our Loré: 
in these parables during this present 
age up to the time of the harvest, only 
part of the seed sown will bear fruit. 
It will be as when Paul dwelt at Rome 
—some believed and some believed not 
(Acts xxviii, 24). Side by side with 
the children of the kingdom will fiour- 
ish the children of the wicked one. 
These unbelievers will be found with- 
in the professing church as the birdg. 
in the branches, and the food of tha 
church, that which preachers give to 
the people, will be anything but sound 
doctrine, for that the people will not 
endure. It will be and even now Is 
as in the days of Isaiah when they 
sald, “Prophesy not unto us_ right 
things; speak unto us smooth things; 
Prophesy deceits; cause the holy one 
of Israel to cease from before us” (Isa. 
xxix, 10, 11). Our Lord elsewhere 
foretold these things in Matt. x, 16- 
18; xxiv, 24. In these four parables, 
and notably in this one, we see the 
great adversary, the devil. He hates 
the word of God, takes it or keeps it 
from people, gets his followers into the 
professing church and Into her pul- 
pits, and yet the Lord is working out 
His eternal purpose, and He shall not 
fail nor be discouraged (Isa, xii, 4). 
The kingdom cannot come while the 
devil continues to be the prince of 
the power of the air, the prince or 
god of this world (Eph. ii, 2; John xiv, 
30; II Cor. iv, 4), but when the strong- 
ér than he shall cast him out of the 
air, and off the earth into the bottom- 
less pit (Rev. xii, 9, xx, 1-3) then a 
king shall reign in righteousness, and 
the effect oreservice of righteousness 
shall be peace, and the nations shall 
learn war no more. All talk about , 
winning the world for Christ in this 
age, or extending His kingdom, or up- 
lifting the race, is without Serip{ty-. 
al authority, and all pride of church 
or denomination or mere human effort* 
of any kind ig not of God, but from 
him who would have Men think they 
are gods. Note carefully our Lord's 
explanation of the parable of the tares. 
In the first parable the seed is the 
word of God, but in this the good seed 
are the children of the kingdom, those 
who have received the word of God 
(John i, 12). The tares are those 
who believe the devil and are there- 
fore his children. There are just 
two great leaders, the Son of Man and 


the devil, and the conflict is between 


them for man and his inheritance the 
earth. We must not think of tares 
as the openly ungodly, but as some- 
thing so like the wheat that some can- 
not tell the difference. The 
tares represent religious philanthropic 
people of culture and refinement, peo- 
ple who are admired and esteemed 
and by many considered the very salt, 
of the earth, There is one very de- 
cided mark which distinguishes the 
wheat from the tares—true children of 
God confess themselves sinners and 
accept Jesus as God and put al! their 
trust in his precious blood, the great 
sacrifice for sin. All others must be 
tates, for “he that hath not the Son 
of God hath not life’ (1 John vy, 12). 
The devil will tolerate as much rfellg- 
jon as any one may desire, and a 
beautiful character and abundance of 
philanthropy provided the sacrifice of 
Jesus Christ as the sinner’s only plea 
is not mentioned. The Lord know- 
eth them that are his. Let us be 
sure that we are redeemed by precious 
blood and then ever and always with- 
out discouragment sow the good seed 
of the word, ready as seed ourselves 
to fall into the ground and die that 
we may win others. I was greatly 
helped at one time by a remark of 
the late Dr. Arthur T. Pierson to this 
effect: Your parish is not your field; 
thé field is the world, and your parish 
is a force that God has given you to 
train that he may use you and them 
to work the field. Those who do not 
see the results they are looking for 
will be helped if they remember that 
when the devil sowed his tares he 
went his way, He knew that they 
would grow.
